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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Sistanizadeh fails to 
teach or suggest the recited DHCP relay agent of claim 1. The examiner respectfully disagrees. On page 14 of the applicant's 
specification, a DHCP relay agent is defined as a DHCP relay agent is a process that executes on an intermediate device to forward 
DHCP messages between DHCP client and DHCP server. Sistanizadeh discloses that messages from the DHCP are not broadcast, but 
are filtered by the Ethernet switch so that it arrives at the intended user only. By the applicant's definition of a DHCP relay agent, the 
Ethernet switch would server as the DHCP relay agent. The applicant argues that Sistanizadeh fails to teach or suggest the recited 
second message of claim 1. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Sistanizadeh discloses a Wide Area Network-Maintenance 
Administration Center (WAN-MAC) will monitor the Gateway Router, Ethernet Switch and have visibility of the ADSL equipment. As 
previously described with reference to the Access Architecture, ADSL Alarm, information is collected via the M&P Device and transmitted 
to a concentrator in the SNMP format. The SNMP messages are translated into TL1 and transmitted via the Packet Data network to the 
TNM-OSS. The SNMP messages would have been the second message of claim 1 . The applicant argues that Sistanizadeh fails to teach 
or suggest the "hand off'. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "hand off") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
